DUNC AN -A strong plea tor the placement of In- 
diaris in white collar jobs:in Duncan, and. the formation 
of a co-operative to develop Indian-owrfed farmn land in 
the area, was made by Bev Savory, probation officer, 
when he-spoke to Buncan Kiwanis Club this week 

. Mr. Savory ‘said no group of people caused the pro- 
bation service more coricern thaa the, native Indian, 
1960-61 of the-total prison population of 13,399, some 
2,459 were Indian 

This meant that less than’1 pey cent of the white 
population was incarcerated but 6 per cent of the Indians. 


Mr. -Savory posed the question: What is the matter ? 
He stated; “Many things are. The Indian Act is in 
need. 6f revision.. The Indians’ social assistance rate 


must be brought up to a par with the white. 

“The liquor part of the act, being drunk off the re 
serve, is a most insidious-thing. AS any of the older 
police will tell you, the fines from. this‘ act have’ built 
more police stations. in this province .than those from 
any other source.” 

Mr. Savory said the cure is a job which-must have 
the full co-operation and assistance of the community in- 
volved 

“When one looks ‘at the local situation it is appal- 
ling to note that of the 1,100 Indian people resident on 
the local reserves, no more than three are employed at 
white collar jobs in the-city of Duncan. 

“When one considers. the amount of money spent 
by the local Indians in Duncan eyery month, one realizes 
that something is dreadfully. wrong. People love to 
criticize but when it comes to doing something-concrete 
in a: situation where help is, so badly needed the job 
is often dropped like a hot ‘potato.

“Here is a most tragic situation on your doorstep ar nd 
I am sure you,'as a group, could provide the positive as 
sistance and leadership needed. hese Indians need help 
in home-making, garden cultivation, and the use of ,Jocal 
“farm land. The waste of good farm land on the reserves 
is terrific. Couldn't a co-operative be set up? In the field 
of crafts could we not seen that the Indian is pr operly 
paid-for what he does’
